DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach nor render obvious a digital amplifier, comprising: a half bridge system with 
switches, that has, in combination with other limitations, the switching-timing correction 
circuit is configured to indicate a first delay from timing differences between respective 
rising edges of the input and output signals, to indicate a second delay from timing 
differences between respective falling edges of the input and output signals, and to 
correct switching timing errors of the switches responsive to a difference between the 
first delay and the second delay; nor does it have a pulse edge delay detector for 
detecting a difference between a first delay of a pulse supplied to the switches and a 
second delay of the pulse response output by the switches, the first delay representing 
a timing difference between a rising edge of the pulse and a rising edge of the pulse 
response, and the second delay representing a timing difference between a falling edge 
of the pulse and a falling edge of the pulse response; nor does it have a method that 
has the step of generating an error signal corresponding to pulse edge delays between 
the rising and falling pulse edges of the input and the output signal and correcting 
switching timing errors of the switches on the basis of the error signal.
